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ABSTRACT 



In addition to regular degree programs, the Netherlands has 
been offering another form of higher education for almost 45 years. Advanced 
courses are conducted in English in what is known as International Education 
(IE) . These advanced courses have traditionally been offered at special IE 
institutes, but now traditional universities and universities of professional 
education, called "hogenscholen" in Dutch, are also offering a large number 
of English courses at various levels. This document describes the Dutch 
higher education system and its traditional degree programs and IE programs 
throughout the Netherlands. Both types of universities are increasingly 
offering courses under an alternative structure that allows students to 
pursue a traditional Dutch degree or opt for an Anglo-Saxon style bachelor's 
or master's degree. This booklet lists more than 500 higher education courses 
offered in English in the Netherlands, grouped by the main focus of the 
course. The booklet also contains general information about traditional and 
English-language higher education in the Netherlands, including details about 
costs and financial aid, housing, visa requirements, and life in the 
Netherlands . (SLD)

AN OPEN 

and safe society 

A country that offers global services has an atti- 
tude of openness towards the rest of the world. 
It is open to do business, but it is also open 
socially and culturally. This makes the 



Netherlands ideally suited for receiving people 
who seek to enrich their knowledge through 
study abroad. What they find is hospitality in 
an open, safe society that is accustomed to deal- 
ing with people from around the world, and 
above all, to working with them. 

Tbe Dutch population itself has always repre- 
sented a variety of religious and political view- 
points. Respect for the other person's opinions 
and convictions is the national virtue that gives 
strength to the fabric of society, with its many 
strands.

POLDER MODEL 

The Dutch poldermodel has become famous in 
the world. Consensus lies at the heart of the 
Netherlands’ success where unemployment has 
been reduced to half (3% in 1999) of what is was 
in 1983. The government, with support of 
employers and unions, has cut public spending 
as a share of GDP from 60 to 50%. It is the com- 
bination of a quiet and flexible labour market 
with solid monetary and fiscal policies and the 
introduction of more dynamic markets which is 
the core of the polder model. 

The national income in 1999 was approximately 
25.000 US dollars per capita. This wealth is dis- 
tributed fairly evenly over the population as a 
result of a graduated system of taxation (the 
more you earn the higher percentage you pay in 
lax) and an elaborate system of subsidies and 
social benefits. All this has three consequences. 
Pint, if the Netherlands wants to maintain this 
level of prosperity it must earn its living with 
advanced products and services. This means 
that continuous innovation on all fronts is 
absolutely vital. Secondly, the country needs a 
highly educated population. And thirdly, it 
must be cosmopolitan-oriented to the world, 
and without provincialism. 

COSMOPOLITAN OUTLOOK 
The rest of the world is a big place’, say the 
Dutch, well aware of how small their country is 
with its 41,000 square kilometres. The 
Netherlands lies at the point where the 
German, British and French cultures meet. This 
is evident as soon as you turn on the television. 
In this well<abled country, programming from 
the neighbouring countries and beyond can be 
received in nearly every household. It is also evi- 
dent in the average Dutch bookstore. The 
Netherlands imports more books in English 
than any other non-English-speaking country. 
And the world’s largest scientific publisher is 
located in the Netherlands: Elseviers Science 
Publishing. Cinemas show films from around 



the world in their original languages. Alongside 
the usual church lowers and synagogues, the 
minarets of mosques are now appearing in the 
large cities. You can dance the salsa every bit as 
easily as in Latin America. And Asian. 
Mediterranean and fast foods are becoming as 
familiar as standard Dutch fare. 




Against this background, it is not surprising 
that the Netherlands is an advocate of interna- 
tional cooperation on many fronts. It is a found- 
ing member of the United Nations, for example. 

In several UN organizations, including the Food 
and Agriculture Organization (FAO), the 
Netherlands plays a much larger role than one 
might expect from the country’s modest size. It 
also does more than its share to help fund the 
UN. 
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GATEWAY TO 

THE EUROPEAN UNION 
Although Dutch people are urbanites who can 
easily imagine themselves living in London. 

New York or Paris, there are no really large 
cities in the Netherlands. The largest city is 
Amsterdam, but even this city has a population 
of only 727.000. The Dutch have an urbane, cos- 
mopolitan lifestyle, but in cities built on a 
human scale. Qoser inspection reveals that the 
dties in the western part of the country in fact 
form a continuous ring. 60 kilometres in diam- 
eter. It's called the Randstad and includes 
Amsterdam. Rotterdam. The Hague, Utrecht, 
Leiden and Delft. But each city has its own cha^ 
actcr, specialities, history and city centre, and 
even its own accent in the Dutch language. 

The atmosphere in 
the rest of the coun- 
try is urban as well, 
despite the small 
scale of commu- 
nities. In this small 
country with an 
ultra-modem 
telecommu- 
nications network 
and an extensive 
system of public 
transportation, 
nothing is far away. 
You can traverse the 
Netherlands by 
train in less than 
five hours. Other 
European capitals 
are also within easy 
reach. Brussels is 
two hours by train, 
and a one-hour 
flight from 

Schiphol Airport will take you to Paris. London 
or Berlin. The Netherlands is thus quite literally 
a gateway to the European Union, of which it is 
also a founding member. 



EDUCATION: CONTINUOUS 

QUALITY CONTROL 
Dutch people live in this cosmopolitan atmos- 
phere without losing their own identity, how- 
ever. This is largely due to their education. A 
well educated populace is the first requirement 
for maintaining a high level of prosperity. 
Schooling is compulsory up to the age of 16. All 
education, from primary school all the way to 
the postgraduate-level research schools, is 
financed ^ the government, which also keeps 
an eye on standards through the education min- 
istry’s inspectorates. It is not a state system, 
however. In no way does the government dictate 
which curricula or textbooks should be used, 
nor does it advocate any particular educational 
philosophy. It merely sets rules regarding the 
duration of studies, and the achievement levels 
that must be reached. The result is that the 
Netherlands has a broad spectrum of education- 
al institutions, each with its own character and 
in some cases its own philosophical back- 
ground. 

Teachers are not there merely to pass on know- 
ledge. Their aim instead is to help young people 
to discover knowledge themselves, and to form 
their own well-founded judgements regarding 
that knowledge. To do this a person must be 
able to communicate with other peoples and 
cultures, which is why learning foreign lan- 
guages is so important not only in secondary 
schools but also in the final years of primary 
school. Every person in the Netherlands who 
has gone beyond primary school-and that is 
nearly everyone-has passed state exams in 
English and probably another foreign language 
as well. Many Dutch people enroll in the grow^ 
ing number of courses and study programmes 
that are taught in English alongside the regular 
higher education conducted in Dutch. 

HIGHER EDUCATION 

AND SOCIETY 

Internationally speaking. Dutch higher educa- 
tion has a very good reputation. This is based 
not only on such Nobel-prize winners as the 
Tinbergen brothers Gan in economics, and Nico 
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in ethology), but more importantly on the 
standard of the average graduate. In general, it 
is fair to say that a person who has completed a 
programme of Dutch higher education has mas- 
tered the breadth and depth of theory they 
need to work creatively within their discipline. 

A large share of all study programmes is occu- 
pied with writing papers, working in groups to 
analyze and solve specific problems, acquiring 
practical work experience in internships, and 
conducting experiments in laboratories. There 
are close links between the world of work and 
the needs of society on the one hand, and high- 
er education and research on the other. The gov- 
ernment spends NLG nearly 5.5 billion (USD 2,7 
billion) a year supporting fundamental research, 
which is conducted by universities, research 
institutes and private enterprises. This is NLG 
350 (USD 175) per head of population. 

INNOVATIVE 

MENTALITY 

Dutch employers expect to be able to put young 
applicants directly to work, even in positions of 
responsibility, without first giving them extra 
training. Because of their broad educational 
backgrounds, young graduates are thought 
capable of dealing with new developments and 
novel problems. Experience shows that people 
with Dutch higher education function very well 
in other parts of the world as well. The cosmo- 
politan outlook of Dutch institutions, and the 
familiarity students gain with scientific litera- 
ture from other countries, ensure that they 
quickly feel at home in a foreign professional 
situation. They move easily into excellent posi- 
tions. They have adopted the innovative mental- 
ity that is such an essential part of Dutch edu- 
cation. But at the same time they have learned 
the value of tradition and continuity, for these 
too are part of Dutch higher education, which 
traces its roots back to the 16th century.

International Education was meant originally 
for people at postgraduate level who already 
have some professional experience.

Curricula are intensive, at an advanced level, 
practically oriented, and designed to meet the 
expectations of students seeking specialized

practice in real or simulated work situations.

ADMISSION AND 

REGISTRATION 

Admission requirements for the courses vary, 
but for most courses, successful applicants have 
at least a bachelor's degree or its equivalent, 
plus several years of on-the-job experience. 
Other courses are at undergraduate level and 
therefore require only a senior secondary-school 
certificate. For all courses it is absolutely essen- 
tial that a person understand, speak, read and 
write English well.

UNIVERSITIES 

The Netherlands has universities which train 
students for the independent practice of sci- 
ence. The oldest is Leiden University, which was 
established in 1575. The universities of 
Amsterdam and Utrecht are the largest, with 
about 22.000 students each, approximately 1000 
of whom are from other countries. Average 
enrollment at a university is 12,000. The degree 
programmes are designed to take four or five 
years to complete, the final requirement being 
a thesis based on the student's own research. 
Dutch university graduates have the right to 
use the title 'Master'. 



The Netherlands has three main types of higher 
education institutions. You will find research- 
oriented education at the universities, and 
higher professional education at the 
universities of professional education (known 
in the Netherlands as hogescholen). There are 
also institutes of International Education 
which were set up originally to meet

education and research in the same disciplines. 
Nine offer education in a broad range of fields:

Alongside the traditional institutions is the 
Open University, which offers distance higher 
education to people who wish to obtain a 
degree or diploma but are unable or do not 
want to attend full-time, regular courses. There 
are no educational prerequisites for the Open 
University: all applicants over the age of 18 are 
admitted. The Open University offers some of its 
study programmes in English. 



UNIVERSITIES 

OF PROFESSIONAL EDUCATION 
The universities of professional education, 
known as hogescholen in Dutch, are degree- 
awarding institutions which concentrate on 
applied science, arts and technology. Students 
are prepared for professions that 
require scientific knowledge as well 
as skills for applying that knowledge. 
There are 55 universities of profes- 
sional education in the Netherlands, 
susidized l^ the government, 
enrolling a total of some 280.000 stu- 
dents. The institutions pride them- 
selves on being flexible and alert. 

They generally have close ties with 
the industries and organizations that 
emplqy their graduates. This enables 
them to adapt their programmes 
qiij rV^ to the changing needs of the 
labour market 
.. : 

An essential component of all pro- 
giammes of higher professional edu- 
cation is the internship, or work 
placement, through which students acquire 
practical experience in real work situations. The 
fourth year is taken up mainly by an individual 
project and thesis: this too usually involves solv- 
ing a real problem in a professional setting. The 
graduates may use the title ’Bachelor . 

The universities of professional education offer 



a variety of full-time and part-time programmes 
in any of seven sectors: agriculture and the 
natural environment, behaviour and society, 
health care, engineering and technology, fine 
and performing arts, economics and manage- 
ment. and education. Advanced programmes 
are available in virtually all these sectors. They 
can last anywhere between two weeks and two 
years. Some lead to postgraduate diplomas, and 
some to accredited master’s degrees. The latter 
are often conferred in cooperation with a 
British university. 

INTERNATIONAL 

EDUCATION INSTITUTES 

The Netherlands has 15 higher education insti- 
tutions devoted specially to Intern.ition.il 
Education, or IE. The IE institutes feature devel- 
opment-oriented education in a wide range of 
fields and on different levels. The possibilities 
vary from short courses to PhD degrees. Most 
courses are for a diploma or master’s degree, 
however. Mid-career professionals from develop- 
ing countries are the target group of the IE 
institutes. Both students and teaching staff 
come from countries all over the world. 

Dutch IE institutes have been offering courses 
taught in English since the early 1950s. At first, 
the courses lasted between a few months and 
one year and were concluded with a diploma. 

But in the 1970s Dutch development policy 
changed and the IE institutes shifted their focus 
more towards helping universities overseas to 
build up their own capacities. They began to 
cooperate within a worldwide network of insti- 
tutions and to diversify their own vrtirk to 
include more research and consultancy. At the 
same time they updated and upgraded the 
courses offered in the Netherlands. Gradually, 
short diploma courses were replaced by a grow- 
ing number of more advanced academic 
courses. Most last approximately 18 months and 
end with a master’s degree, but some IE insti- 
tutes even offer PhD possibilities, in partnership 
with a university. 
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Traditional Dutch courses

The Starting level of Dutch higher education 
is high. The academic year is long, starting at 
the end of August and ending in mid-June. 
Programmes are designed to require 40 hours 
a week, including both contact hours and 
hours of independent work. At both 
universities and universities of professional 
education, the formal length of most study 
programmes is four years, although in some 
cases students are allowed more time than 
this. The main exceptions are university 
research programmes in engineering, 
technical studies and agriculture which 
take five yean.

Despite the fact that most regular degree pro- 
grammes are conducted in the Dutch language, 
more and more international students are 
enrolling in them. A recent development is that 
both types of Dutch university are increasingly 
offering courses under an alternative structure. 
Students may pursue a traditional Dutch 
degree or opt instead for an Anglo-Saxon style 
bachelor’s or master’s degree.

that meet certain standards. 
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ADMISSION TO A REGULAR 
DEGREE PROGRAMME 

If you are considering enrolling in a regular, 
four- or five-year programme of study at a Dutch 
institution, there are several things you need to 
know. To choose the programme and course 
that meet your needs, you must obtain all the 
necessary information from the institution in 
question. The best person to contact first is usu- 
ally the student dean: this should be done at 
least a year in advance of the academic year you 
wish to come to the Netherlands. 

Admission to regular higher education is cen- 
trally administered, and there are national 
requirements. Foreign students must have a sec- 
ondary-school diploma judged to be equivalent 
to the minimum diploma required of Dutch stu- 
dents. The institutions may set additional 
requirements, such as knowledge of the Dutch 
language and secondary-school specialization in 
specific subjects. Language courses and remedi- 
al courses are often available to help students 



fill gaps and thus meet such admission require- 
ments. In some fields - the arts, for example, 
and hotel management - the institutions have 
even more freedom to set requirements and 
select students. Their international relations 
offices can provide you with details about all 
the formal procedures that precede registration. 

The fees that foreign students pay for registra- 
tion and tuition vary from one institution to 
the next, since the institutions set these fees 
themselves. Generally, the combined fee is 
somewhere between NLG 3000 and NLG 5000 a 
year. The institution of your choice can tell you 
the exact amount. You will find a complete 
overview of degree programmes (conducted in 
Dutch) and the addresses of the institutions in 
the Nuffic booklet 'Dutch Degree Programmes.

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OBTAINING A DOCTORATE 
Most students' academic careers end with the 
doctoraal. which, internationally speaking, can 
be equated to a master’s degree. One type of 
post-doctoraal study leads to the doctorate, the 
highest academic degree in the Netherlands. 
Candidates conduct independent research, and 
report the results in a dissertation, which must 
be publicly defended. If successful, they may use 
the title doctor, which is abbreviated to dr. The 
Dutch doctorate is comparable to a British PhD. 
Normally this takes four years and consists of 
conducting independent research and writing a 
dissertation. Holders of a bachelor's degree are 
not automatically eligible to pursue a doctorate 
in the Netherlands. 

A doctoral candidate is not generally considered 
a student, but in most cases is employed by a 
university as a research assistant. Most Dutch 
university departments do accommodate doc* 
toral candidates from other countries. For 
example, foreign students can earn a doctor’s 
degree using the 'sandwich model'. They pre- 
pare their research projects at the Dutch unive^ 
sity. conduct fieldwork in their own countries, 
and then return to the Dutch university to 
write up and defend their dissertations and 
receive their degree. 

A few of the International Education institutes, 
which tend to specialize in fields with particu- 
lar relevance for developing countries, also offer 
the possibility of earning a doctor's degree or a 
■ PhD. (literally the degree is awarded jointly by 
the institute and a university. For this purpose a 
.mall number of scholarships are available. To 
be eligible, you must be from a developing 
country and able to guarantee that you will go 
back to your own country to work when you are 
finished. PhD candidates at IE institutes gener- 
ally do fieldwork in their own country or in 
another developing country; in fact, their 
research topic must be related to development. 
The Dutch diplomatic representative in your 
own country can give you more information 
about these possibilities. 




Education in ; 
English or Dutch 



The more than 500 international 
courses named In this booklet are 
conducted entirely in English. Because 
of the courses' fast pace and advanced level, it is essential that all stu- 
dents understand, speak, read and write English well. Nowadays there are 
also many foreign students enrolling in regular degree programmes, 
where it is becoming increasingly possible to receive instruction and do 
your own work in English. This is only true for the later years, however 
The language of instruction In the first year of regular programmes will 
generally be Dutch. For this reason, it is easier for foreign students to 
come to the Netherlands at a later stage in their studies or to enroll in 
one of the International study programmes, where the language of 
Instruction is English from start to finish. Dutch students are becoming 
also accustomed to speaking English and most will switch to English any 
time there is a foreign student In their project group, even if that student 
learned to speak some Dutch before coming to the Netherlands. 

'Internationalization' has become a matter of policy at Dutch institutions. 
Most have found partners in other countries, often for the purpose of 
exchanging students. The most common approach is to set up a special 
programme of courses, in English and usually lasting a few months, so 
that the visiting students are saved the trouble of learning Dutch. This 
means that anyone coming from another country for a period of study or 
research will generally not experience language as a problem. Nearly all 
required reading is available in English, and also in daily life it is possible 
to manage in this language. 



Learning Dutch 

You will have to learn to speak Dutch if you plan to enroll as a regular 
degree student. There are various possibilities. Especially in the months 
prior to the start of the academic year, most higher education institutions 
offer Dutch lessons for foreign students. Nuffic publishes a fnctsheet with 
their addresses; it is called 'Dutch language courses for foreign students. 
At city hall, the municipal education department can give you a list of the 
language courses available locally. Private agencies offer many such 
courses: these are more expensive than those offered by the higher 
education institutions and the municipality itself, however. Each year the 
Foreign Student Service publishes a list of non-university language 
courses, complete with addresses. The list can be ordered from the 
Foreign Student Service.

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Since the 1950s the Netherlands has offered courses 
conducted in English especially for the benefit of for- 
eign students. Thanks to various programmes of inter- 
national cooperation and exchange, more and more for- 
eign students are coming to the Netherlands to com- 
plete all or part of their studies, or to pursue a doctor- 
ate. But the number of foreign students enrolling in 
regular degree programmes or coming on their own to 
take a short course is also large. All of these students 
soon learn that higher education in the Netherlands 
means lots of opportunities but also lots of hard work. 
Students are expected to be critical of what they read 
and hear, and to be capable of working independently. 



A 



Students from other countries soon 
notice that at a Dutch higher education 
institutions everyone is expected to do 
a lot of talking. The traditional 
situation of a professor standing before 
a large audience delivering a lecture 
plays only a small role in most curricu- 
la. This teaching method is used only to 
explain basic material or to elaborate 
on written study materials. The most 
common form of teaching is the 
seminar or working group. Under a 
teacher's supervision, a small group of 
students analyzes a certain problem. 
They get together to discuss it as a 
group, usually on the basis of a paper 
one of them has written about one 

aspect of the problem in question. 

Teachers stimulate students to take a 
critical view, not only of the papers pre- 
sented by their peers but also of the 
published literature they have read in 
connection with the problem. In such 
working groups, everyone is expected 







to play an active part. On examinations stu- 
dents must demonstrate not only that they 
know the material, but also that they have 
formed well-founded opinions on the subject. 

AN ACTIVE ROLE 
FOR STUDENTS 

In their curricula, the higher education institu- 
tions are increasingly taking into account the 
needs and wishes of society. This makes the pro- 
grammes more careeroriented. Internships, or 
periods of placement in real work situations, 
are being incorporated into more and more 
Dutch programmes of higher education. Many 
courses include fieldtrips to companies or prob- 
lem-oriented case studies. Alongside their stud- 
ies. students often sharpen their communica- 
tion skills by taking on responsibilities in stu- 
dent clubs, student politics, and other extracur- 
ricular activities. 

Enrollment in a Dutch programme of higher 
education means hard work and above all inde- 



pendence. Because Dutch higher education is 
aimed at imparting not just factual knowledge 
but also insight and creativity, it is not enough 
just to memorize the required material. 
Sometimes students are asked to put together 
their own reading list for an exam, which they 
then submit for the lecturer’s approval. They 
become skilled users of the new interactive 
media, such as the Internet and Q>-ROMs. Study 
programmes offer a wide range of elective sub- 
jects to choose from. A student who can explain 
how a particular elective subject is relevant to 
his or her programme will always be permitted 
to take the subject. In the midst of the many 
options, the mountain of literature and the 
wealth of information sources, an inexperi- 
enced student can easily get lost. Fortunately, 
the teaching staff is there to help students 
make choices.

It is urg- 
ing that more and more courses be conducted in 
English, and it is concluding agreements with other 
governments that call for the mutual recognition of 
diplomas and study credits. The Dutch government 
is even cooperative in a financial sense. Higher edu- 



institutions in other countries. For European 
students there are several programmes, which 
are described below. American students can 
apply to their country’s own International 
Student Exchange Program (fSEP). Exchange pro* 
grammes and agreements are often limited to 
specific fields or disciplines. Ask at your own 
university or college what the possibilities are. 

If you decide to come to the Netherlands inde* 
pendentiy rather than in connection with an 
exchange programme, you must realize that 
you need to start planning at least a year in 
advance. It takes time to investigate the possibil* 
ities tor obtaining funding and transferring 
credits, and to obtain the residence permit you 
might need.

^Hie Dutch government does not make any 
scholarships available for foreign students who 
wish to take a Dutch degree programme at a 
university or university of professional edu* 
cation. With the exception of students from EU 
member states who wish to study certain 
subjects, foreign students are not eligible for 
the student grants and loans that the Dutch 
government provides for permanent residents. 
There are several possibilities for funding, 
however, which are described briefly here. 
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SCHOLARSHIPS AND FELLOWSHIPS 
FROM THE DUTCH GOVERNMENT 

The Huygens Programme awards scholarships 
that enable outstanding foreign students to 
study or do research in the Netherlands for a 
period of three to ten months. To be eligible 
students must be in the final stages of their 
degree programme or have graduated no longer 
then two years earlier, or be working on a PhD 
in their own country. Candidates are selected 
on the basis of several criteria, the first of 
which is that they are from one of the 52 coun- 
tries with which the Dutch government has 
concluded agreements to encourage interna- 
tional cooperation in culture and education.

EUROPEAN EXCHANGE 
PROGRAMMES AND SCHOLARSHIPS 

Most student exchanges within Europe are 
funded by the European Union. For European 
students, the EU exchange programmes have 
the advantage that many important matters are 
already taken care of. such as funding, housing 
and residence permits. Often a student knows 
in advance how many credits he or she will 
earn during the period of exchange. The EU pro- 
grammes offer students from the member 
states and in some cases from countries associ- 



The Netherlands Fellowships Programme (NFP) 
is intended for students and professionals from 
developing countries. It has four parts. The 
Regular Fellowships Programme offers profes- 
sionals the opportunity to enroll in a master's- 
degree or diploma course at a Dutch institute of 
International Education. The Special Fellow- 
ships Programme provides funds for training 
that is tailor made to meet specific requests. 
This training can be delivered by any type of 
Du^ higher education institution. These two 
sub-programmes are open to professionals only; 
candidates must be nominated by their employ- 
er. The third part of the NFP. the University 
Fellowships Programme, offers students and 
recent graduates at bachelor's level the opportu- 
nity to do a full master's degree course at a 
-Dutch university. Finally, the Jan Tinbergen 
^oiarahips Programme offers possibilities for 
balanced, two-way student exchanges between 
partner in^tutions. 



ated with the EU. possibilities for completing 
either entire degree programmes or parts of 
programmes in another country. 

Socrates The Socrates programme is named 
after the Greek philosopher who taught Plato. 
Socrates is meant to encourage cooperation 
among the higher education institutions of 
Europe. A large amount of money is earmarked 
for supporting students who wish to complete 
part of their studies in another country of 
Europe. A Socrates scholarship covers a period of 
three to 12 months: the average grant is between 
100 and 150 euro per month. 

Your own institution must have a structural rela- 
tionship with an institution in the Netherlands. 

Leonardo Leonardo is the European pro- 
gramme for profession^ education, and is 
named after the femous Italian artist, writer 
and scientist. Leonardo da Vind. Leonardo 

finances a few internships in the 
Netherlands for periods of three 
to 12 months and up to a maxi- 
mum of 5000 euro. Only students 
or graduates from educational 
institutions that take part in the 
programme and have a structural 
relationship with a company in 
the Netherlands, are eligible for a 
Leonardo grant. Your institution 
sets the exact eligibility criteria 



As of the study year 2001-2002 the Dutch Minister of Education, 
Culture and Sciences will introduce a new programme issuing 
students grant. A sum of up to NLG 9 million will be made 
available to selected Institutions of higher education. The universities 
of professional education (hogescholen) and universities that receive 
a budget allocation will award grants to students from Indonesia. 
China, Taiwan and South Africa. 

Grants will be made available for all phases of education programmes 
from undergraduate to post-graduate. Students that wish to be con- 
sidered for a grant shall not be over 35 years of age. Further detailing 



of the programme will take place In the course of the year 2000.

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TemptlS The Tempus programme enables uni* 
versities in Central and Eastern Europe to estab- 
lish partnerships in the European Union that 
help them to restructure and adapt their higher 
education systems. The programme provides 
scholarships for student exchanges within those 
partnerships. It is aimed at countries in the 
region that are not participating already in the 
Socrates and Leonardo programmes.

Then, once you have applied and been 
tentatively admitted, the process of applying 
for a visa and funding could take several 
more months. You need the tentative state* 
ment of admission in order to obtain a resi* 
dence permit for the Netherlands. 

Remember that the academic year in the 
Netherlands is fit>m the end of August to the 
middle of June.

Be sure to allow plenty of time for preparation. You will 
need to begin at least a year in advance. First, examine 
the alternatives and choose the course or study pro- 
gramme that interests you most.

At the 
same time contact the Dutch embassy or the student 
dean or international relations office of your own insti- 
tution to find out about possibilities for scholarships 
and exchanges.

Visas, residence permits 
and work permits 

To onter the Netheriend. for study purposes, people from most countries 
need a visa • either a Wsom Kort Vrblljf (VKV) or a Maehtiging tot 
Voortopig Mrrfrtf/f fWmThe VKV is required if your stay in the Netheriands 
will not exceed three months. (This requirement does not apply to students 
from certain countrias. Please inquire about it at your nearest Dutch 
embassy or consulate.) If you will be staying for longer than three months, 
you have to apply for an MW (This requirement does not apply to resi- 
dents of the following countries: a member state of the EU or EEA • i.e. 

Iceland. Norway and Liechtenstein-, the USA. Australia. New Zealand. 

Canada. Japan. SwiUeriand or Monaco.) Both the VKV and the MW have 
to be obtained in advance at a Netheriands embassy or consulate. Some 
Dutch institutions of higher education are allowed to apply for the MW for 
you. using a short procedure that saves a lot of time. Do not depend on 

this, how»wr. 

within three days of arriving in the Netheriands. all foreign nationals plan- 
ning to stay for a while must register with the aliens' department of the 
local police, called Vnemdelmgenpolitle. Everyone who will stay for longer 
than three months also needs to obtain a residence permit, a Mrrgunnfng 
Tbf VerW/yf fVTVf.You need this even if you entered the country without a 
visa, and even if you are from an EU member state. 

It you will be staying in the Netheriands for four months or longer, you 
must register with the Municipality. Within five days of your arrival in the 
Netheriands you should go in person to the registry office at the town hall 
or municipal oHice building.The registry oHice will be called 'Gemeenteliil<e 
Basisadministratie (GBA)' or bevolkingsregister'. Go there after you have 
registered with the Alien Police. (In some cities, both typos of registration 
are done at the same place.) 

Unless you are from the EU or EEA, the possibilities to work are limited. All 
students from outside the EU or EEA need a VKV or residence permit plus a 
work permit, called Tewerkstellingsvergunning or TWV in order to do an 
internship or work placement in the Netheriands They are then allowed to 
work for a maximum of ten hours a week between September and May, or 
full-time during the months of June. July and August. Vour employer in the 
Netheriands must appiy for your work permit at least five weeks prior to 
your internship or work placement.

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INSURANCE 

In t)ie NetlicrIands you are not automatically 
insured against medical costs. Students must 
malce sure that they have adequate coverage. 
Foreign students who are privately insured in 
their own country should carry with them a 
statement (in English) describing their insur- 
ance. If you do not already have insurance that 
will cover you fully against medical expenses 
and liability while you are in the Netherlands, 
you will have to talce out a policy. The student 
dean at your chosen institution can provide you 
with more iniormaiion.

MONEY 

Experience shows that to live in the Nether 
lands for one year costs a foreign student 
between NLC 1200 and 1600 a month. This is 
needed to cover dally expenses and to pay the 
registration and tuition fee. In some cases, stu- 
dents from the EU are even entitled to a regular 
student grant or a refund of the tuition fee. 
(Information about this can be obtained ftom 
the Information Management Croup by tele 
phone - M (0)50 599 77 55 or via the Internet: 
http;//www.ibitn)ep.nl.) But most foreign stu- 
dents do not really have the time to work and 
study as well. In most cases, institutions do not 
have funds for supporting students. 



Although ditfcrcnccs between incomes are 
mull in the Netherlands, most students live 
towards the bottom of the economic ladder II 
you have an average student income - Irom a 
icholarshipf for example - you will find that 
one-third of it will go towards housing, and 
fhod will cost you another third. Fortunately, 
most higher education institutions offer hot 
meab at reasonable prices. Many cities have 
pubs (called eetcaffs in the Netheriands) where 
you can eat cheaply and well. But the cheapest 
and most pleasant way to eat is to do your own 
cooking, perhaps together with housemates. 
Dutch supermarkets carry a large and interna* 
donal variety of products. The remaining third 
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ot your money will go towards books, trans* 
portation. and other expenses. 

HOUSING 

If you are taking part in an exchange pro- 
gramme or enrolled in an international course, 
it is quite possible that a room will be arranged 
for you. Accept it immediately, or you will regret 
it later, lor finding a place to live in a country 
as crowded as the Netherlands is not easy. It is 
usual for Dutch students to find their own rent- 
ed rooms on the private market. These are usual- 
ly unfurnished, and kitchens and bathrooms are 
often shared with others. If you wish, you can 
always try to find yourself such a room after a 
few months. 

So before you leave your own country, ask your 
host institution whether or not housing will 
indeed be arranged for you in advance. If you 
are in the Netherlands and still looking for a 
place, ask for advice from the international rela- 
tions office or the student dean. And let your 
follow students know you need a room. 

TRANSPORTATION , 

In the Netherlands you do not need a car to get 
around. Public transportation will take you 
almost anywhere. Although train and bus fares 
are not cheap, it costs much more to operate a 



car. Particularly in the western part of the coun- 
try. the cities are very accessible by train, even at 
night. 

The bicycle is the cheapest and easiest way to get 
around, especially if you live in a city. Most 
Dutch people, regardless of their profession or 
status, own a bicycle. Buy a second-hand one 
rather than a new one. This will save you money, 
but be sure to buy a strong lock. Sometimes a 
lock costs more than the bicycle itself! 



STUDENT CULTURE 
Although the higher education institutions are 
scattered throughout the country and even 
within the cities, there is certainly a student cul- 
ture. Around each institution there is a network 
of associations that bring students together for 
study-related activities, sport and recreation. 
Tliese are run by students: some are internation- 
al. All receive at lea^t indirect support from the 
institution in the form of office space and. sup- 
plies. telephones and computers, and other facil- 
ities, Sometimes student clubs even receiv|^ 
direct financial support. 

Students also have their favourite pubs, restau- 
rants and other meeting places. The Dutclvhigh- 
er education community wants to be part of 
society, and not isolated from it.
